INTRODUCTION 


The  editor  of  the  Letteys  of  Willicmt  Stubbs,  Bishop  of  Oxfovd, 
writes  : — “  If  during  the  last  years  of  his  life  Dr.  Stubbs  was 
able  to  do  no  important  historical  work,  he  could  still,  at  odd 
moments,  devote  himself  to  his  favourite  amusement,  making 
pedigrees,  and  during  the  last  ten  years  of  his  life  he  made 
great  progress  in  an  exhaustive  genealogical  history  of  his  own 
family.  The  book  in  which  he  embodied  the  results  of  his 
investigations  of  documents  and  printed  volumes  I  have  already 
mentioned.  It  is  a  beautiful  work  in  itself— in  penmanship,  in 
arrangement,  in  all  ‘  externals,’  and  it  is  the  last  example  of  his 
extraordinary  minuteness  and  accuracy  of  work  in  which  the  author 
of  the  Constitutional  History  had  no  superior.  Certainly  one  of 
the  excellent  Yorkshire  Societies  ought  to  print  it  ;  there  has 
been  no  such  contribution  to  the  history  of  Yorkshire  families 
for  many  years.” 

In  due  time  the  matter  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Council  of  the  Yorkshire  Archaeological  Society,  and  the  question, 
perhaps  naturally,  arose  as  to  whether  the  subject  was  of  suffi¬ 
cient  general  interest  to  form  one  of  the  publications  of  the 
Record  Series  of  that  Society.  If  there  was  any  objection  (the 
writer  was  not  present  when  the  discussion  took  place)  it  was 
easily  got  over  by  arranging  that  it  should  be  issued  to  the 
subscribers  as  an  extra  volume,  so  that  it  could  not  stand  in 
the  way  of  any  of  their  proposed  publications,  and  also  by  the 
fact  that  Mr.  W.  W.  Stubbs,  the  Bishop’s  eldest  son,  and  the 
present  owner  of  the  manuscript,  most  generously  offered  to 
pay  the  cost  of  its  publication.  This  having  been  arranged,  the 
original  volume  was,  for  safety,  lodged  in  the  Public  Record 
Office  in  London,  to  be  copied  by  Mr.  Heintz,  of  Gray’s  Inn, 
who  was  engaged  for  that  purpose.  It  was  made  clear  that  it 
was  the  desire  of  Mr.  Stubbs  and  the  wish  of  the  Bishop  s 
family  that  no  extensive  additions  should  be  made,  but  that  the 
volume  should  remain,  in  substance,  as  the  work  of  the  Bishop 
only.  There  was  therefore  little  left  for  the  editor  to  do  beyond 
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the  correction  of  the  proofs  and  the  addition  of  some  footnotes, 
chiefly  relating  to  the  Probate  Courts,  in  which,  certain  of  the 
wills  were  proved  (so  far  as  he  was  able  to  supply  them,  but 
not  so  complete  as  he  could  have  wished),  which  he  thought 
would  be  useful  to  searchers  wishing  for  further  information  in 
cases  where  many  of  the  abstracts  are  manifestly  concise. 

The  Harleian  Society  makes  use  of  the  following  motto  on 
all  its  publications  :  “  The  Glory  of  Children  are  their  Fathers." 
To  judge  from  the  trouble  and  the  time  the  Bishop  of  Oxford 
must  have  expended  in  compiling  this  very  elaborate  genealogical 
history  of  his  family,  it  would  seem  that  he  was  one  of  those 
who  not  only  desired  but  also  gloried  in  seeking  for  information 
relating  to  his  predecessors.  It  is  surprising  that  one  so  busy 
as  he  was,  during  the  whole  of  his  life,  could  find  the  time  and 
was  able  to  collect  together  the  large  amount  of  information 
contained  in  this  work.  Those  only  who  have  taken  up  genealogy 
as  a  study  or  as  a  relaxation  can  understand  the  labour  required 
in  compiling  even  a  short  pedigree,  the  failures  are  so  frequent 
and  so  great,  and  the  perseverance  necessary  so  trying.  The 
Bishop  no  doubt  had  many  helpers,  yet]  had  not  the  work  been 
carried  on  as  a  relief  from  other  and  more  important  duties, 
he  would  probably  have  been  compelled  to  lay  it  aside.  How 
and  when  he  obtained  his  love  for  genealogy  the  writer  has  no 
means  of  knowing.  It  is  not  unlikely,  when  his  studies  in 
mediaeval  English  history  led  him  to  consult  the  ancient  Court 
Rolls  of  the  Forest  of  Knaresborough,  in  which  the  manners 
and  customs  of  the  tenants  and  others  residing  within  the 
precincts  of  the  forest  are  clearly  laid  down,  and  in  which  the 
descent  of  families  originating  or  settling  in  the  forest  can  be 
traced  without  much  difficulty,  from  the  period  they  first 
became  copyholders,  that  seeing  the  name  of  Stubbs  occurring 
very  frequently,  from  the  earliest  period,  he  should  make  the 
endeavour,  and  succeed  in  following  the  history  of  his  family 
from  the  reign  of  Edward  III  to  the  present  time.  The  earliest 
Court  Roll  now  in  existence  is  dated  the  6th  year  of  that  reign. 

When  the  Bishop  commenced  to  enter  his  family  history  in 
the  book  used  for  that  purpose,  it  was  his  intention,  so  far  as 
one  can  judge,  to  use  one  side  of  each  leaf  only,  that  which 
carries  the  odd  numbers,  leaving  the  opposite  page  to  which 
the  even  numbers  are  allotted,  blank,  to  be  used  for  notes  and 
additions,  as  further  information  regarding  the  entries  on  the 
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page  already  filled  came  to  his  notice.  As  time  went  on  this 
plan  was  not  always  adhered  to,  the  entries  became  more  con¬ 
tinuous  and  fewer  pages  were  left  blank.  Throughout  his  MS. 
he  ruled,  in  red  ink,  a  line  under  the  first  few  words  of  each 
document,  and  to  show  this  solid  type  has  in  all  such  cases 
been  used. 

It  is  probable,  had  his  life  been  prolonged,  that  the 
Bishop  intended  to  add  to  his  family  history.  The  writer  is  aware 
that  he  was  not  altogether  satisfied  with  the  pedigrees  of  some 
of  his  connections,  and  that  in  more  than  one  case  he  failed 
in  obtaining  what  he  anxiously  sought.  The  pedigree  of  Bowes 
of  Hunslet  (page  7)  is  one  example.  The  Bensons  of  Knares- 
borough  is  another.  In  writing  to  Mr.  A.  C.  Benson,  he  says  : — 
“  I  have  a  special  interest  in  Henry  [Benson],  who  in  1641 
anticipated  most  of  the  stratagems  of  modern  days  in  the 
Parliamentary  contest  at  Knaresborough."  More  than  once  he 
applied  to  the  writer  for  information  regarding  this  family, 
which  he  then  was  unable  to  furnish  ;  but  within  two  months 
of  the  Bishop’s  death,  when  perusing  a  deed  relating  to  the 
tithes  of  the  parish  of  Farnham,  he  discovered  that  Henry 
Benson  was  the  son  and  heir  of  Peter  Benson  of  Knaresborough, 
and  was,  with  him,  interested  in  the  tithes.  This  led  to  further 
search,  which  brought  to  light  the  following  facts  regarding  the 
family  : — 

Henry  Benson,  of  Bilton  Park,  in  the  Parish  of  Knares¬ 
borough,  was  buried  there  in  1568.  By  Margery  his  wife, 
who  was  also  buried  there  in  1602,  he  left  issue — 

1.  Peter  Benson,  of  Knaresborough,  his  son  and  heir. 

2.  William  Benson,  who  married  1575,  at  Knaresborough, 

Jane  Smyth.  They  left  issue,  and  some  of  their 
descendants  were  living  in  the  parish  at  the  end  of 
the  seventeenth  century. 

3.  Jane,  who  married  at  Knaresborough,  1568,  William 

Pensickes  (Pensex). 

Peter  Benson,  the  son  and  heir  of  Henry  of  Bilton 
Park,  married  at  Knaresborough,  1577,  Jane  Denison. 
She  was  buried  there  1620,  and  he  in  1640.  When  the 
Grammar  School  was  founded  and  endowed  by  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Chaloner,  Rector  of  Goldsborough,  Peter  Benson  gave 
a  house  and  garden  adjoining  the  Knaresborough  Church¬ 
yard,  “to  be  used  for  the  instruction  and  education  of 
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boys,  for  ever/'  (Letters  Patent,  14  James  I.)  This 
house  was  used  for  that  purpose  until  1901,  when  it  was 
sold,  and  a  new  school  was  built  on  the  York  Road,  just 
outside  the  town.  In  his  will,  dated  Jan.  15,  1635,  and 
proved  at  York  in  1647,  desires  that  his  body  "  may 
be  buried  within  the  Parish  Church  porch  of  Knares- 
borough,  and  that  all  things  are  to  be  done  at  my  buriall 
decently  and  in  order,  at  the  direction  of  my  son,  Henry 
Benson.”  His  principal  bequests  are  made  to  his  grandson, 
William  Conyers,  son  of  his  daughter  Jane  (who  married 
Marmaduke  Conyers),  Mary  the  wife  of  William,  and 
Peter  their  son.  Peter  Benson  by  his  wife,  Jane  Denison, 
left  issue  : — 

1.  Henry  Benson,  of  Knaresborough. 

2.  Peter  Benson,  probably  of  Bilton,  whose  name  does  not 

appear  in  his  father's  will,  but  to  whom  his  father,  on 

his  deathbed,  surrendered  two  closes,  called  Marlefeild 
and  Stonybutts,  in  Bilton-with-Harrogate. 

3.  Jane,  the  wife  of  Marmaduk'e* Conyers. 

Henry  Benson,  of  Knaresborough,  son  and  heir  of  Peter 
Benson  and  Jane  Denison,  was  baptized  at  Knaresborough 
in  1579.  elected  Member  for  Knaresborough  in 

1626  and  again  in  1640.  On  the  latter  occasion  he  was 
disqualified,  and  imprisoned  in  York  Castle  (where  he  died) 
by  order  of  the  Parliamentary  Party ;  how  far  justly,  of 
which  there  are  some  doubts,  it  is  now  impossible  to  say. 
He  made  his  will,  which  is  of  some  length,  in  1642,  and 
it  was  proved  at  York  the  following  year.  He  leaves  his 
body  “to  be  disposed  on  in  as  seemly  an  order  as  such 
as  shall  be  about  me  at  my  death  shall  think  fitt  and  my 
present  estate  will  beare,  being  now  a  presioner  in  strict 
durance  and  not  able  to  give  direcons  concerning  it.  And 
as  for  my  temporal  estate,  it  being  at  this  present  much 
encumbered  and  all  the  country  wittnesses  my  great 
losses  and  the  plundering  I  have  lately  suffered  by  the 
Parliamentary  Partie,”  etc.  His  principal  bequests  are  to 
Elizabeth,  his  wife,  and  to  William,  Thomas,  and  John 
Dearlove,  her  sons  by  her  first  husband.  She  was  the 
widow  of  John  Dearlove,  of  Knaresborough,  and  in  her 
marriage  licence  with  Henry  Benson  is  said  to  be  40  years 
of  age.  Her  maiden  name  was  Bullocke. 
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Henry  Benson  in  his  will  leaves  his  wife’s  brother,  Mannaduke 
Bullocke,  an  angell  of  gold.  He  left  no  issue.  There  is  no  doubt 
but  that  the  Bensons  of  Knaresborough,  through  the  Court 
Rolls,  can  be  traced  from  a  very  early  date.  They  were  a 
family  of  considerable  importance  in  that  district.  Hunter,  in 
his  Minorum  Gentium,  vol.  ii,  page  527,  Harleian  Society’s 
Publications,  1895,  gives  two  short  pedigrees  of  this  family,  but 
neither  include  the  branch  from  which  Henry  Benson  sprang. 

There  is  another  reason  for  believing  that  it  was  the  inten¬ 
tion  of  the  Bishop,  had  his  life  been  prolonged,  to  make  further 
additions  to  his  volume.  It  was  only  in  December,  1900,  a 
few  months  before  he  died,  that  he  gave  a  very  handsome  dona¬ 
tion  to  the  Yorkshire  Parish  Register  Society  towards  the  pub¬ 
lication  of  the  Hampsthwaite  Register,  which,  unfortunately, 
he  did  not  live  to  see  issued.  This  register  was  not  due  for 
issue  until  the  following  year,  and  though  the  earlier  portion 
had  gone  to  the  press,  a  very  small  part  of  the  first  proofs  had 
been  received  for  correction  before  the  Bishop’s  death.  The 
volume  was  issued  just  a  twelvemonth  later. 

As  it  stands  for  issue,  this  volume  is  a  very  valuable  work  of 
reference,  and  an  example  of  how  a  family  history  should  be 
written.  The  first  part  consists  of  a  series  of  tables  containing  the 
pedigrees,  not  only  of  the  Stubbs  family,  but  also  of  many  of  their 
connections.  These  supply  as  much  and  often  more  information 
concerning  the  various  families  included  in  them,  than  many  are 
satisfied  to  give.  The  second  part,  which  forms  the  principal 
and  most  useful  portion  of  the  volume,  to  those  not  connected 
with  the  families  occurring  in  the  first  part,  deals  very  largely 
with  wills,  deeds,  extracts  from  parish  registers.  Court  Rolls, 
marriage  licences,  and  many  other  documents.  In  it  we  find 
the  proofs  of  the  various  pedigrees  contained  in  part  one,  and, 
indeed,  it  goes  further,  for  there  is  much  to  be  found  that  is 
likely  to  be  useful  to  others  who  are  not  personally  interested 
in  any  of  the  pedigrees. 

The  copyist  to  some  extent  altered  the  arrangement  of  this 
part  of  the  volume  by  gathering  together,  so  far  as  possible, 
the  documents  relating  to  each  individual  family,  thereby  ren¬ 
dering  it  more  useful  and  convenient  as  a  work  of  reference. 
The  text  was  not  altered  or  interfered  with  in  any  respect,  but 
remains  word  for  word  as  in  the  original. 
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The  subscribers  to  the  Record  Series  have  to  thank  Mr. 
W.  W.  Stubbs  for  so  generously  placing  so  valuable  and  useful 
a  work  in  their  hands.  The  value  of  the  gift  is  much  enhanced 
from  the  fact  that  it  is  the  last  volume  compiled  by  one  who 
has  done  so  much  towards  clearing  up  the  history  of 
this  country.  The  editor  has  to  thank  Mr.  S.  J.  Chadwick, 
F.S.A.,  for  the  great  assistance  he  has  rendered  in  going  through 
the  proofs  and  correcting  them,  from  the  original,  as  they  came 
from  the  printers,  and  also  in  making  arrangements  for  the 
publication  of  the  work.  Thanks  are  due  to  the  Rev.  C.  V. 
Collier,  F.S.A.,  and  a  member  of  the  Council  of  the  Yorkshire 
Archaeological  Society,  for  preparing  the  index,  which,  it  is 
hoped,  will  be  found  useful.

William  Stubbes  son  of  John  Stubbes  surrendered  five  acres  of  land 
and  a  denariate  in  Birstwith  to  the  use  of  his  father  Oct.  24,  1414. 
William  Stubbs  who  with  his  wife  Alice  held  a  messuage  with  nine 
acres  at  Birstwith  died  seized  and  his  son  John  was  admitted  as 
his  heir  on  the  Wednesday  after  Michaelmas  1430.  Alice  his  widow 
deceased  holding  a  messuage  with  nine  acres  and  a  rood  at  Birstwith 
and  her  son  William  Stubbs  of  Ripon  was  admitted  on  the  Wednes¬ 
day  after  Michaelmas  1439. 

John  Stubbes  elected  grave  of  the  Forest  of  Knaresborough 
on  the  Wednesday  after  Michaelmas  1430.  Admitted  on 
his  father’s  death  the  same  day. 

WiUiam  Stubbes,  admitted  on  his  mother’s  death  Sept.  30,1439 

William  Stubbs  of  Ripon  admitted  Sept.  30,  1439,  as  heir  of  his 
mother  Alice  late  wife  of  William  Stubbs  of  Birstwith,  to  a  messuage 
nine  acres  and  a  rood  of  land  in  Birstwith  :  and  surrenders  two 
messuages  with  seventeen  acres  in  Birstwith  on  the  eve  of  S.  Wilfrid 
1441  to  the  use  of  Thomas  Stubbs. 

In  1435  a  jury  under  William  Parkeour  reports  that  William 
Stubbes  occupies  an  acre  in  Birstwith,  that  Julian  Laykan  occupies 
a  messuage  with  an  acre,  Jane  wife  of  William  Kettlesyng  and 
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Robert  Couper  other  lands  whereof  Richard  Nelson  had  died  seized  : 
Mar.  30,  1435  :  and  at  the  next  court  Robert  Couper  is  admitted  to 
the  same  as  Richard  Nelson’s  heir. 

William  Stubbes  has  a  surrender  to  the  use  of  himself  and  his 
wife,  of  half  an  acre  in  Birstwith  from  John  Farnell,  Sept.  30,  1439  : 
the  same  quantity  of  land  having  been  surrendered  to  him  by  Alice 
Farnell  on  the  Wednesday  before  Easter,  1437- 

William  Stubbs  of  Ripon  surrenders  Oct.  ii,  1441. 

Thomas  Stubbs,  adm.  Oct.  ii,  1441. 

Thomas  Stubbs  of  Birstwith  has  a  surrender  of  two  messuages  and 
17  acres  of  land  by  William  Stubbs  of  Ripon  in  1441  :  and  on  Sept.  30, 
1463,  a  surrender  of  four  acres  in  Birstwith  from  William  Stubbs 
who  the  same  day  surrenders  five  acres  and  a  half  and  a  denariate 
to  Thomas  Stubbs  and  William  Snow,  also  at  Birstwith.  In  1469, 
July  19,  as  Thomas  Stubbs  senior,  he  has  with  others  a  surrender  of 
lands  in  Birstwith,  Felliscliffe,  Rowdon  and  Clint  from  John  Decon- 
son,  chaplain .  In  1483  as  a  customary  tenant  he  receives  a  surrender, 
Jan.  29,  from  Thomas  Laykane  :  and  in  1484  'with  William  Laykane, 
William  Byrnhand,  Henry  Manfield  and  Ellen  his  wife  surrenders 
Laythgarth  to  the  use  of  William  Skaife.  In  1488,  July  23,  he 
surrenders  four  acres  and  a  half  in  Felliscliffe  to  the  use  of  William 
Atkinson.  He  died  before  Oct.  13, 1490.  His  wife’s  name  is  Matilda  : 
his  son 

Thomas  Stubbs  of  Birstwith. 

Thomas  Stubbs  of  Birstwith  joins  with  his  mother  Matilda  Stubbs 
widow  in  a  surrender  in  149®  three  messuages  and  28  acres  and 
a  denariate  in  Birstwith  to  the  use  of  himself  and  his  heirs  :  he  was 
elected  Grave  of  the  Forest  of  Knaresborough  in  1498.  On  Mar.  4, 
1306,  he  had  a  surrender  of  an  obolate  of  land  called  Gawkhall 
from  Robert  Dernluff  chaplain.  In  1509  he  was  plaintiff  in  an  action 
for  Yoheyatio  et  duhilatio  against  Richard  Skaiffe  and.  John  Mallome. 
On  March  i,  aoHenr.  viij  quinto  he  has  deceased  and  Thomas  Stubbs 
his  son  is  admitted  as  next  heir.

Thomas  Stubbs  of  Birstwith  was  admitted  March  i,  1514,  as  heir

Miles  Stubbs  of  La,iigsca>les,  elected  Bedell  of  the  Forest  October  5, 
154^ j  certified  as  an  Archer,  able  person,  parcell-harnessed  in  the 
Muster  of  1535  under  commission  dated  Feb.  3,  ao  26  Hen.  viij,  and 
as  a  Bylman,  able  person  harnessed  in  the  Muster  on  Harrogate 
Moor  March  27,  I539  »  ^  feoffee  under  the  will  of  William  Parkoure 
of  Kettlesinges  in  1546,  and  witness  of  the  will  of  Christ^  Craven  of 
Hampsthwaite,  Dec.  15.  lo  Marise. 

William  Stubbs,  chaplain,  I5i4>  1516  >  chaplain  or  parson  of  the 
chapel  in  Skipton  Castle  in  September,  1516. 

Robert  Stubbs  served  in  Lord  Darcy’s  force  in  1523  ;  he  was 
in  litigation  in  the  Forest  Court  in  1546  ;  and  was  engaged- 
under  John  Birnand  in  the  repairs  of  the  king’s  mills  at  Hamps¬ 
thwaite,  according  to  the  survey  made  July  3,  35  Hen.  viij. 

Ralph  Stubbs  was  constable  for  Birstwith  in  1542,  in  which  year 
Miles  Stubbs  was  Bedell ;  his  wife  has  a  legacy  under  the  will  of 
Richard  Horner  of  Birstwith  Jan.  8,  1560.

Miles  Stubbs  of  Langscales  in  Birstwith,  son  of  Thomas  Stubbs  of 
Birstwith,  married  shortly  before  April  15,  1523,  his  wife  Janet  who 
survived  him  ;  His  will  made  Jan.  i,  1564,  was  proved  by  his  widow 
April  12  following. 

William  Stubbs  of  Langscales  their  son,  was  admitted  to  his 
father’s  lands  Nov.  20,  1555,  on  surrender. 

John  Stubbs,  younger  son  of  Miles,  admitted  Nov.  20,  1555,  to 
the  lands  called  Gawkhall  and  Stubbing,  was  married  before  his 
father’s  death.

£200.  The  soile  good  and  inclosed,  the  tenants  generally  riche. 
The  one  half  of  this  rent  is  in  the  Forest  where  all  their  land  is  rented 
at  vjd  an  acre  :  their  measure  is  so  great  as  one  with  another  they 
hold  foure  acres  for  one  throughout  the  Forest.  They  observe  their 
customs  curiously,  and  stand  upon  it  that  their  fynes  are  certain 
upon  alienation  ;  and  so  are  they  for  anything  I  could  either  see 
or  learne. 

They  are  the  most  headstrong  people  in  that  country,  therefor 
preparatives  must  be  there  used  before  the  mayne  service  be  in  hand. 

There  neither  is  nor  hath  been  within  memory  any  deere  in  the 
Forest  nor  any  woods  to  make  account  of.  Great  store  of  sheep  are 
kept  in  the  Forest  which  are  no  Forest  goods.  In  this  lordship  are 
moch  and  good  demesnes  claymed  and  holden  by  copie,  the  tenants 
whereof  are  willing  to  give  fortie  yeares  fyne  to  be  made  free,  though 
their  rent  far  exceed  the  Forest  rent  ratably.

Item  I  give 
unto  my  sister  Suzan  Hobson  the  some  of  one  hundred  markes  upon 
the  same  condicion  I  maide  with  my  sister  Blounte  to  be  paide  her 
within  a  yeare  and  half  after  my  departure,  well  hopinge  my  executor 
will  paye  it  soner  if  convenientlie  he  can,  and  be  a  faithful  freind 
unto  her  duringe  life  in  anie  thinge  she  shall  have  occasion  to  use 
him  in,  for  it  is  my  mynd  it  should  be  soe.  Item  I  give  to  m^’'  ser- 
vaunte  Myles  Wayde  the  house  &  close  nowe  belonginge  unto  the 
same  nowe  in  the  tenor  &  occupation  of  William  Smithe  butcher, 
duringe  his  naturall  lief,  payinge  therefore  yearlie  fyve  shillinges
